Class  History 

ONE  hundred  and  fifty  insignificant,  somewhat  bewildered  Freshmen  devoted 
January  30,  1931,  to  crawling  along  the  wainscoting  in  a  concentrated  effort  to 
avoid  the  repeated  onslaughts  of  haughty  upper  classmen.  We  soon  acquainted  our¬ 
selves,  however,  with  our  new  surroundings  and,  after  first  wisely  selecting  Mrs. 
Conroy  as  our  Class  Adviser,  quickly  staged  a  rousing  party  for  our  parents  on  May 
13th.  This  affair  was  a  huge  success. 

In  the  first  half  of  our  Sophomore  year  we  gave  our  initial  dance  which  took  place 
on  April  15,  1932,  in  the  Hoys’  Gymnasium.  Joe  Bailey’s  Croonaders  furnished  the 
music  which  provided  an  enjoyable  afternoon. 

Our  second  class  dance  was  held  in  the  Boys’  Gym  on  March  31,  1933,  with 
Vincent  Bell’s  Orchestra  playing. 

As  Mrs.  Conroy  was  unable  to  continue  as  class  adviser,  Mr.  Max  Klein  took  over 
the  reins  at  the  beginning  of  our  XI  A  year. 

The  Junior  Prom  was  staged  at  the  Glen  Ridge  Women’s  Club  on  Wednesday, 
December  27.  It  was  the  first  Prom  ever  to  be  held  outside  the  High  School  and  was 
considered  the  finest  Prom  ever  to  be  given.  Ken  Smith’s  Orchestra  provided  the  music. 

On  Friday,  March  16,  1934,  we  held  our  St.  Patrick’s  Day  Dance  in  the  Boys’ 
Gymnasium.  The  music  was  supplied  by  Vincent  Bell  and  his  orchestra. 

Our  Senior  Play  was  presented  on  April  27  and  28,  1934.  “What  Happened  to 
Jones”  was  believed  by  many  to  be  the  best  Senior  Play  since  “Smilin’  Thru”  was  put 
on  in  1924.  It  was  a  snappy  George  Broadhurst  farce  in  three  acts,  coached  by  A.  Dixi 
Crosby. 

After  Saturday  night’s  performance,  those  in  the  cast  and  others  connected  with 
the  play,  piled  into  five  or  six  cars  and  drove  up  to  Greenwood  Lake.  Here  we  spent 
all  but  two  of  the  remaining  hours  of  the  night  dancing,  playing  ping-pong  and  eating 
at  the  summej*  cottages  of  Sir.  and  Mrs.  Perrine  and  Sir.  and  Mrs.  Mix.  With  two 
hours  of  sleep  at  the  most  we  were  up  at  the  crack  of  dawn  and  after  playing  a  game 
of  ball  and  after  some  had  taken  an  unexpected  swim  in  the  icy  waters  of  Greenwood 
lake,  we  left  for  home,  quite  tired  out,  but  nevertheless  in  high  spirits.  We  should  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perrine  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mix  for 
so  kindly  opening  their  doors  to  such  a  wild  unruly  gang. 

Some  time  during  the  last  week  in  June,  we  had  a  class  picnic  at  Green  Pond. 
We  started  as  soon  as  possible,  after  first  attending  school  for  an  hour  in  the  morning, 
and  arrived  there  about  noon.  We  ate  a  hurried  lunch  and  immediately  went  down  to 
the  beach  where  we  spent  the  afternoon  swimming,  sunning,  playing  ball  and  taking 
pictures.  We  departed  for  home  at  about  4:30  with  a  good  coat  of  sunburn  and 
ravenous  appetites. 

The  Class  of  January  ’35  gave  its  last  dance  on  Monday,  October  29,  which  was 
unusually  successful.  Nick  Sinisi  and  his  orchestra  furnished  the  music.  In  addition  to 
our  annual  class  dances,  we  have  sponsored  four  candy  sales  and  the  hot  dog  stand  in 
the  senior  year,  which  have  been  a  source  of  considerable  profit. 
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As  the  climax,  twenty-seven  members  of  our  class  accompanied  by  Mr.  Max 
Klein  and  Miss  Emily  Dyal,  were  rushed  through  Washington  on  December  6,  7,  and 
8.  All  who  went  acclaim  it  to  be  the  most  glorious  three  days  of  their  High  School  life. 

We  successfully  completed  our  four  years  of  extra-curricular  activities  with  a 
short,  effective  class  night.  President  Garrison  King  gave  an  address  of  welcome  which 
was  followed  by  the  reading  of  the  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  the  Class  of  January 
35  and  the  presentation  of  a  skort  skit  entitled  “Bunk.”  There  was  dancing  in  the 
Boys’  Gym  immediately  afterward. 

And  so  we  bring  to  a  close  our  four  years  of  fellowship  in  Bloomfield  High 
School.  We  wish  to  thank  the  faculty  who  have  guided  and  instructed  us;  especially 
Mrs.  Agnes  Conroy  and  Mr.  Max  Klein  who  have  always  been  ready  and  willing  to 
lend  their  support  to  anything  which  we  have  undertaken.  We  only  hope  that  the  years 
which  are  to  come  may  be  as  full  of  happiness  as  those  which  have  just  passed.

The  fathers  and  mothers  of  many  class  members  acted  as 
patrons  and  patronesses.  Music,  furnished  bv  Ken  Smith’s  orchestra,  excited  much 
favorable  comment  from  the  gathering.  I  he  whole  affair  was  characterized  by  the 
thoroughness  and  finesse  that  typifies  our  Senior  Class.

If  only  Professor  Ebenezer  Goodly  had  not  gone  to  the  prize-fight — but  that’s 
getting  ahead  of  our  story.  The  trouble  began  in  quite  a  simple  manner. 

The  Prof,  and  his  frau  are  expecting  Goodly’s  brother  Antony,  the  Bishop  of 
Balarat,  whom  Mrs.  Goodly  has  never  seen.  Things  are  progressing  smoothly  until 
Richard  Heatherly,  who  is  the  fiance  of  the  Prof’s  daughter  Marjorie,  inveigles 
Ebenezer  into  going  to  the  fateful  prize-fight.  In  the  heat  of  the  excitement.  Goodly 
succeeds  in  instigating  a  riot  that  results  in  the  arrival  of  the  gendarmerie.  Prof.  G.  and 
Heatherly  escape  by  sliding  down  a  drain  pipe,  and  they  return  home  the  worse  for 
wear.  Just  as  they  are  congratulating  themselves  on  their  deliverance,  Jones,  a  travel¬ 
ing  salesman  of  hymnals  and  playing  cards,  rushes  in  through  the  Erench  doors.  In 
making  his  escape  from  the  fight,  it  seems  that  he  assaulted  a  policeman,  and,  being 
hotly  pursued,  he  had  followed  them  into  the  house.  Prof.  G.,  rather  than  confess  his 
visit  to  the  fistic  arena,  allows  Jones  to  don  clerical  garb  that  had  been  sent  ahead  in 
anticipation  of  the  Bishop’s  arrival.  When  Officer  Holder  enters  the  house,  he  finds 
no  trace  of  the  villainous  Jones;  but  in  his  stead  stands  a  pious-looking  clergyman.  Mrs. 
Goodly,  entering  the  room  at  this  moment,  naturally  mistakes  Jones  for  the  real 
Bishop. 

The  police,  not  satisfied  that  Jones  has  eluded  them,  surround  the  house.  Because 
of  this,  Jones  is  forced  to  remain  in  statu  quo  for  the  time  being;  he  does  not,  however, 
find  this  distasteful,  due  to  the  presence  of  Cissy,  Professor  Goodly’s  niece,  who  holds 
the  fatal  fascination  for  our  peregrinating  hero. 

Complications,  in  the  form  of  the  real  Bishop,  set  in;  and  it  is  with  difficulty  that 
Jones  keeps  him  from  the  other  members  of  the  household.  The  ensuing  scenes  in 
which  Jones  makes  love  to  Alvina,  a  maiden  aunt  who  has  corresponded  amorously 
with  the  Bishop  for  five  years,  and  in  which  he  holds  intellectual  conversations  with 
Minerva,  the  Prof’s  other  daughter,  are  really  laugh-provoking  riots. 

The  denouement  conus  about  when  the  real  Bishop,  clad  in  righteousness  and  an 
Indian  blanket,  discloses  his  identity  to  the  assembled  family  and  exposes  Jones.  The 
traveling  salesman’s  wit  comes  to  the  fore,  however,  and  he  uses  an  unfavorable  situa¬ 
tion  to  advantage  by  securing  the  Goodlv’s  consent  to  seek  Cissy’s  hand.

Kocliel  Receives  Award 
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Prophecy  —  Time,  1955 

HARK  KLEIN  came  up  to  his  father,  the  absent-minded  professor,  and  asked 
him  for  $21.50  to  go  to  Washington.  His  father  asked  him  about  the  trip  and 
he  said  that  Mr.  Lund  and  Miss  Ellis  were  going  along  as  chaperons.  Doctor  Klein 
approved  and  sent  him  over  to  Mr.  Taaffe’s  bank,  where  he  drew  the  money  from 
Teller  Hibbins.  When  he  came  back  from  Washington  he  reviewed  the  trip  thus: 

“We  went  down  to  Elizabeth  on  a  bus  driven  by  Tom  Bocchino  and  boarded  the 
train,  noticing  that  the  engineer  was  Bill  Jones.  We  had  two  conductors  by  name, 
Erdlitz  and  Jaeger,  haunting  us  all  the  time.  Herbert  Zuhr,  a  representative  from  the 
railroad,  took  the  trip  with  us.  When  we  left  the  train,  we  were  taken  to  the  hotel  in 
a  bus  with  Guide  Garry  King  and  driver  Ken  Lord.  The  head  bell  hop  at  the  hotel 
was  Harry  Hampson  and  the  manager  was  Millard  Cornelius.  Our  chambermaid  was 
Ellen  Christensen,  who  was  husky  enough  to  carry  the  beds  around. 

“In  the  afternoon  we  went  to  Arlington  Cemetery  where  Frank  J.  Osborne  was 
guarding  the  unknown  soldier.  At  the  Lincoln  Memorial  the  man  in  charge  was  Walt 
Taton.  Back  at  the  hotel  I  noticed  three  Bloomfield  girls  waiting  on  tables.  They 
were  Adele  Sitko,  Charlotte  Zeller  and  Alma  Jackson.  After  supper  I  stopped  at  the 
cigarette  counter  where  I  met  Mildred  Hallowell,  who  lives  with  Edie  Stamy,  our 
switchboard  operator.  At  the  Congressional  Library  that  night  we  met  two  more 
guards,  George  Lucas  and  John  Bender.  Lucas  told  us  they  have  4,(X)0,000  books 
there.  After  that  visit,  we  stopped  at  a  night  club  where  Muriel  Fulcher  was  singing 
the  blues  and  A1  Brennan  was  the  so-called  comedian.  Fred  Levenhagen  had  his  eyes 
taped  back  and  was  passing  as  a  Chinese  waiter.  Ed  Straube  was  slapping  out  hot 
tunes  on  the  piano.  On  the  way  out  we  met  Head  Coach  Allen  and  Backfield  Coach 
St.  Ambrogio  of  the  national  champs  of  George  Washington  University.  Back  at  the 
hotel  we  were  taken  to  our  room  by  a  killjoy  elevator  boy  named  Jack  Shepherd.  In 
the  morning  we  received  a  cheery  call  from  the  operator,  Helen  Burgholz,  telling  us  it 
was  5:00  and  we  had  two  more  hours  to  sleep. 

“At  9:00  we  went  to  the  Pan  American  Building  where  we  were  shown  around 
by  AI  Frankomano.  By  the  way,  we  had  a  new  guide  with  a  pure  southern  accent;  his 
name  was  George  Daniel,  and  the  driver  was  Bob  Smith.  At  the  Smithsonian  Institute 
we  saw  the  car  in  which  Sylvia  Hansen  set  the  women’s  world  record.  In  the  Bureau 
of  Printing  and  Engraving  we  found  those  golddiggers,  Betty  Bleeker,  Doris  Meyer 
and  Jean  Nicol  making  money.  In  the  Capitol  Building  we  met  many  important  people 
such  as  Senator  McComb  and  Representative  Cockefair.  The  Supreme  Court  was  in 
session  and  we  were  very  lucky  in  seeing  Supreme  Court  Justice  Kay.  In  the  afternoon 
we  went  to  Mt.  Vernon  where  the  class  picture  was  taken  by  Kopf  and  Hommowun, 
Photographers.

Our  last  stop  was  at  the  Washington 
Monument  where  Joe  Prokipchak  runs  the  elevator  and  watches  for  sign  hunters.  We 
then  hurried  to  the  hotel. 

“After  dinner  we  took  in  a  real  show,  ‘Washington  Glory,’  featuring  Helen  Fay 
and  Bill  Bliss.  T  he  shapely  chorus  consisted  of  such  girls  as  Kay  Miller,  Hazel  Fleiss- 
ner.  Dot  Cunard,  Dot  Schneider  and  Ruth  Leeds.  The  hit  of  the  show  was  Russell  and 
Meredith,  a  second  Block  and  Sully  team.  After  the  show  we  grabbed  a  taxi  driven 
by  Johnny  Capriotti  and  went  to  get  a  bite  to  eat  at  the  Madrillon  Restaurant  where 
we  found  Bob  Miller  as  master  of  ceremonies.  Hurl  Vreeland  and  Betty  Ferguson  did 
an  Exhibition  Waltz  and  George  Nelson,  vocalist,  went  to  town  on  a  song  called 
‘Fanny’s  Cousin  Minnie.’ 
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“In  this  place  we  caught  sight  of  Charles  Kinder,  open  golf  champ.  He  was  in  a 
party  that  included  Holmes  and  Vandenburg,  the  owners  of  the  H.  &  V.  chain  stores. 
On  the  way  home  we  stopped  at  a  quaint  little  town  called  Bengalville.  We  had  many 
interesting  experiences  in  this  place.  The  town  is  governed  by  a  mayor,  Newkirk 
Rossall,  and  a  town  council  composed  of  Carson  Sutters,  Bill  Moreland,  Frank  Robin¬ 
son,  Ruth  Waldron,  Jean  Lind  and  Rose  Dunn. 

“While  walking  along  the  street,  we  were  stopped  by  a  high  pressure  insurance 
salesman,  Jim  Bovden.  who  did  his  best  to  sell  us  protection  for  our  children  to  come. 
We  got  rid  of  him  by  running  into  a  drug  store  for  headache  tablets.  Approaching  the 
clerk,  Hugh  Callery,  we  asked  him  for  Monoacetvlsalicylic  acid.  He  looked  blank  and 
referred  us  to  a  salesgirl,  Kay  G roman n,  who  also  had  never  heard  of  that  commodity. 
After  much  ado,  we  found  the  manager,  Gene  Shapiro,  and  told  him  our  difficulty.  He 
smiled  at  us  as  though  he  thought  we  were  a  trifle  queer,  and  then  explained  that  in  a 
drug  store  we  could  purchase  a  fur  coat,  or  a  book  by  that  eminent  physical  culturist, 
Charles  Klimaski ;  but  medicine,  absurd.  Giving  up  in  despair,  we  left  the  apothecary’s 
and  proceeded  to  the  town  library  where  Helen  Branch  is  librarian.  There  we  saw 
Edith  Cool,  who  had  already  read  through  forty-five  inches  of  Doctor  Eliot’s  Five  Foot 
Shelf.  There,  also,  was  Mary  Ingle,  sob-sister  of  the  local  paper,  who  was  looking  up 
polysyllabic  words  to  astound  her  city  editor,  Cliff  Spatcher.

“Continuing  our  tour  of  the  town,  we  noticed  a  bill-board  heralding  a  debate 
between  two  rival  leaders  of  the  town  women,  Gwendolyn  Thomas  and  Nina  Pechko. 
Phyllis  Sinclair,  evangelist,  Elizabeth  Board  man,  the  town’s  only  woman  physician, 
and  Ethel  Bugasch,  social  light,  were  to  act  as  judges. 

“A  little  while  later  we  visited  a  nearby  vaudeville  house  to  waste  an  hour.  As  we 
entered,  a  vocal  trio  known  as  The  Three  G’s  were  singing.  They  were  Hazel  Garrett, 
Barbara  Garvin,  and  Doris  Gourley.  Harry  Spaeth  and  Helen  Fitzgerald  did  a  nov¬ 
elty  interpretation  of  the  Continental.  The  final  act  was  a  group  of  radio  stars  on  a 
triumphal  tour  of  the  country.  Henry  Jasik,  the  tune  detective,  Jeannette  Sax,  author¬ 
ity  on  women’s  styles,  Dorothy  Voelcker,  household  expert,  and  Helen  Cliff,  character 
actress,  were  included  in  this  act. 

“After  leaving  the  theatre,  we  visited  the  local  high  school  where  Emerson 
Schweiker  is  superintendent  of  schools,  and  Margaret  Scheuerer  is  principal.  Here  we 
met  some  of  the  faculty,  including  Albert  Nims,  math  teacher,  Martha  Long,  sociology 
teacher,  Vera  McConnell,  English  teacher,  and  Virginia  Kugelmann,  Latin  teacher; 
Elwood  Rothrock  was  teaching  his  mechanical  drawing  class  to  draw  plans  for  model 
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airplanes.  Helene  Lipski  conducts  a  class  to  teach  dancing  to  the  wives  of  the  faculty, 
which  is  quite  an  innovation  in  school  curricula.  Paul  Kohlman,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  was  quite  proud  as  he  led  us  through  the  building.  He  was  loud 
in  his  praise  of  the  architect,  Kendal  Dick.  Before  leaving  the  school,  we  paid  a  visit 
to  the  girls’  gym,  where  Instructress  Ruth  Croughan  was  teaching  the  pupils  to  float 
through  the  air  on  the  flying  trapeze. 

“As  we  had  one-half  hour  in  which  to  catch  our  train,  we  could  think  of  no  better 
way  of  spending  the  time  than  to  wander  through  a  department  store.  We  entered  the 
first  store  we  saw  and  walked  up  to  the  information  desk.  The  girl  in  charge  of  the 
booth,  Ruth  Noll,  was  reading  a  detective  story  and  made  no  response  to  our  repeated 
question.  Mildly  chagrined,  we  sought  out  the  floor-walker,  Harry  Dieterle,  but  he 
was  busy  trying  to  find  out  what  one  of  the  salesgirls,  Sophie  Kuzma,  did  with  her 
evenings.  Having  bought  what  we  wanted  from  another  salesgirl,  Margaret  Kimble, 
we  departed  for  the  station. 

“In  our  haste  to  catch  the  train,  we  were  stopped  by  a  policewoman,  Sylvia  Kauf¬ 
man,  who  thought  we  were  shoplifters  making  a  getaway.  However,  we  explained  the 
situation  to  her  and  in  five  minutes  we  were  aboard  the  iron  horse,  bound  for  old 
Bloomfield.” 

After  this  narration  the  effects  of  the  trip  became  evident  on  the  younger  Klein. 
In  dire  distress  the  elder  Klein  rushed  to  the  phone  with  his  patriarchal  beard  flapping 
in  the  wind,  and  called  Bellevue  Hospital.  Some  twenty  minutes  hence,  an  ambulance 
arrived  conveying  physicians,  Davis,  Lowe,  and  Olinger.

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Football 

FOR  the  second  consecutive  year  Bloomfield  High’s  achievements  on  the  gridiron  led 
to  the  winning  of  the  state  championship.  The  year  1934  will  go  down  in  the 
school’s  history  as  one  in  which  a  young  team  came  forth  from  an  inexperienced  outfit 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  championship  quality  by  the  first  of  December.  Cer¬ 
tainly  this  team  deserves  to  rank  close  to  the  top  of  all  Bloomfield  elevens. 

VVe  started  the  season  inauspiciously  by  going  down  to  defeat  before  Garfield  6-0. 
The  field  was  a  veritable  quagmire  and  Garfield’s  accuracy  at  forward  passing  finally 
made  possible  the  winning  touchdown. 

The  following  week,  East  Side,  first  of  a  series  of  group  “4”  schools,  was  van¬ 
quished  20  to  0.  The  first  long  run  was  made  by  Malin  Zergiebel  who  raced  64  yards 
for  a  touchdown. 

Belleville,  our  next  opponent,  faded  before  Coach  Foley’s  charges  in  losing  21-0. 
Tony  Grigonis  was  the  most  effective  ground  gainer  and  gave  a  stellar  exhibition  of 
versatile  backfield  play. 

Real  worth  was  shown  on  a  dry  field  against  South  Side.  The  Bengal  offensive 
worked  in  full  sway  and  the  Sunnysiders  found  it  impossible  to  stop  the  plunging 
and  running  of  Henry  Ambrogio  and  Grigonis. 

Playing  at  Paterson,  our  team  was  again  victorious  by  a  26-8  score.  Developing 
into  prominence,  Teddy  Mazur  featured  with  a  75-yard  touchdown  run. 

In  the  sixth  game  Bloomfield  met  its  perennial  opponent,  Dickinson  High  of 
Jersey  City.  It  was  a  closely  fought  contest,  and  Johnny  Finamore’s  catch  of  a  for¬ 
ward  pass  decided  the  outcome,  6-0. 

Bloomfield  played  host  to  a  powerful  Irvington  squad  and  came  out  on  the  long 
end  of  an  18-0  count.  As  usual  our  line  played  a  hard  game,  and  opposing  backs  found 
it  hopeless  to  get  through  Jack  Allen’s  position. 

A  large  crowd  witnessed  our  boys  putting  to  rout  N utley  38-0,  in  a  game 
originally  scheduled  away.  As  part  of  the  overpowering  offensive,  Ad  Worthington 
provided  brilliant  line  plunging. 

Our  1934  season  ended  in  a  blaze  of  glory  when  the  team  defeated  Montclair 
High  in  the  annual  Turkey  Day  classic.  Highly  regarded,  the  Mountaineers  furnished 
worthy  competition  as  evidenced  by  the  score,  13-0.  With  the  victory  Bloomfield  High 
captured  the  North  Jersey  Championship  for  the  third  straight  year. 

Upon  completion  of  the  official  nine  game  schedule,  and  after  Bloomfield  High 
had  been  declared  in  a  tie  with  Passaic  for  the  Northern  New  Jersey  Championship, 
opportunity  was  given  the  Bengals  to  challenge  Collingswood  High,  champion  of 
Southern  New  Jersey.  Since  the  outcome  of  this  game  would  virtually  decide  the 
State  championship,  Bloomfield  agreed  to  meet  Collingswood,  and  on  December  8, 
a  bitterly  cold  day,  the  two  teams  fought  it  out  in  one  of  the  closest,  most  thrilling 
battles  ever  waged  on  the  Bloomfield  grid-iron.  Twice  before  a  crowd  of  12,000, 
Tony  Grigonis,  hard  running  halfback,  crossed  the  opponent’s  goal  line  for  Bloomfield’s 
only  scores.  The  second  touchdown,  made  in  the  third  quarter,  was  the  deciding 
factor  in  the  victory,  for  the  visitors,  undefeated  and  unscored  upon  in  nine  games, 
registered  but  once.  Score:  Bloomfield  14,  Collingswood  7. 
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Following  a  lapse  of  five  years  Bloomfield  High  was  represented  by  a  tennis 
team  last  spring.  The  squad  was  under  the  faculty  advisership  of  Mr.  Henry 
Hollingsworth  and  was  captained  by  Robert  Nimmo. 

Through  an  official  eight  match  schedule,  the  team  established  a  winning  record 
by  taking  five  of  the  eight  matches.  Against  Newark  Tech  the  team  lost,  but  this  was 
not  to  be  a  regular  meeting.

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Sports  Calendar 

January  15,  1931 — This  was  the  closest  game  in  which  the  Red  and  Gray  participated 
during  our  four  years  of  high  school  basketball.  We  were  leading  Paterson  Central 
at  the  half  12  to  11  because  of  the  stellar  playing  of  Jerry  McGovern.  Just  as  the 
final  whistle  blew,  Eddie  Berlinsky  arched  the  ball  high  in  the  air  to  score  the  basket 
tying  the  game.  It  served  only  to  add  color  to  the  game  as  we  lost  in  the  exciting 
overtime  period  30  to  27. 

April  25,  1931 — The  Bloomfield  track  team  traveled  to  Franklin  Field,  Philadelphia, 
and  participated  in  the  Penn  relays.  The  team,  although  inexperienced  in  relay  racing, 
won  a  second  place  for  Bloomfield.  It  was  only  by  a  narrow  margin  that  Albany  High 
School  of  New  York  achieved  first  place. 

May  1 ,  1931 — Bloomfield  trailed  Paterson  Central  up  until  the  last  event,  the  broad 
jump.  In  his  first  two  trials,  Ernie  Davidson  was  short  of  the  best  mark  set  by  Pater¬ 
son  Central.  On  his  last  attempt  Ernie  surpassed  the  mark  to  turn  a  seeming  defeat 
into  victory.  The  final  score  was  Bloomfield  63  and  Paterson  Central  54. 

May  28,  1931 — Bloomfield  triumphed  in  the  quadrangular  meet  with  Glen  Ridge, 
Montclair  Academy  and  East  Orange.  Ernie  Davidson  was  high  scorer  with  25l/± 
points.  His  last  points  were  the  deciding  factor  in  the  Bloomfield  victory.  Bloomfield 
scored  a  total  of  64  points,  Glen  Ridge  59j^,  Montclair  Academy  37  and  East 
Orange  34 l/z, 

31  ay  30,  1931 — On  this  date  Bloomfield  took  the  field  determined  to  conquer  South 
Orange  in  our  annual  baseball  classic.  At  the  end  of  nine  innings  the  score  remained 
tied  at  1  to  1.  In  the  first  half  of  the  tenth  inning  Johnny  Reid  won  his  own  game  by 
knocking  the  longest  home  run  ever  hit  at  Underhill  Field. 

October  5,  1931 — In  this  memorable  game  Bloomfield  was  completely  outclassed  until 
the  last  45  seconds  of  play  when  Tommy  Adams  broke  through  to  block  a  Belleville 
kick.  We  immediately  made  a  touch  down  and  won  the  game  6  to  0. 

October  12,  1931 — 1  his  game  was  perhaps  the  most  spectacular  witnessed  in  our  four 
years  of  high  school.  We  were  trailing  South  Side  throughout  by  6  to  0.  In  the  last 
three  minutes  of  play,  four  touchdowns  were  scored.  South  Side  scored  first.  After  this 
we  retaliated  and  tied  the  score  12  to  12.  A  long  forward  pass  finally  brought  another 
touchdown  for  Bloomfield  and  we  won  18  to  12. 

December  5,  1931 — This  contest  was  played  in  order  to  raise  funds  for  the  poor. 
Bloomfield  and  Kearny  were  paired  in  what  resulted  in  a  hard  fought,  evenly  matched 
game.  Kearny  was  ahead  13  to  12  with  only  a  little  time  remaining  but  a  beautiful 
pass  from  Ed  Horton  to  Berlinsky  for  40  yards,  won  the  game  19  to  13. 

January  26,  1932 — McGovern  and  Berlinsky  led  Bloomfield  to  its  third  basketball 
conquest  of  the  season  over  Kearny  47  to  9.  This  was  Bloomfield’s  greatest  exhibition 
of  the  year  and  fine  passwork  and  defensive  tactics  brought  an  easy  victory. 

March  3,  1932 — The  Glen  Ridge  courtsters  defeated  the  Bloomfield  High  School 
basketball  team  27  to  18  for  their  second  victory  of  the  season  and  their  first  double 
victory  in  seven  years  of  meeting. 

May  2,  1932 — Although  the  Bloomfield  track  team  was  defeated  by  Columbia,  it  made 
a  fine  showing.  Captain  Russ  Fisher  ran  the  220  in  22.9  seconds.  His  mark  was  only 
1/10  of  a  second  slower  than  the  state  record  for  that  event. 
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May  10,  1932 — The  Dickinson  game  proved  to  be  a  courageous  defeat  for  Bloomfield. 
Sadowski  was  hurling  a  fine  game  up  to  the  ninth  inning  with  the  score  9  to  3  in  our 
favor.  At  the  start  of  the  last  inning  Frank  had  thrown  his  arm  out,  but  he  refused  to 
tell  the  coach  how  it  pained  him.  With  great  effort  he  continued  pitching  under  this 
handicap  and  finally  lost  10  to  9. 

December  3,  1932 — This  date  recalls  another  thrilling  post-season  conflict  with  Kearny. 
Once  again  with  only  a  little  time  left,  the  score,  at  13  to  13,  was  speedily  converted  to 
32  to  13  when  a  series  of  forward  passes,  Horton  to  Berlinsky  and  Sadowski  to  Ber- 
1  insky,  were  completed. 

May  5,  IV 33 — Garfield  came  to  Bloomfield  boasting  an  undefeated  season  in  baseball. 
Sadowski  promptly  spoiled  their  championship  hopes  with  a  fine  7  to  0  shut-out. 

May  8,  1933 — East  Rutherford  was  the  second  unconquered  nine  to  stumble  before  the 
prowess  of  Sadowski’s  pitching  arm.  The  score  was  7  to  2. 

May  19,  1933 — On  this  day  the  year’s  largest  crowd  turned  out  to  watch  “Lefty” 
Merion  of  Irvington  in  action.  The  Blue  was  well  on  its  way  to  the  state  championship 
when  Sadowski  upset  the  predictions  by  out-pitching  Merion  to  win  3  to  2.  A  running 
catch  by  Frank  Nelson  of  an  almost  certain  home  run  saved  Sadowski  from  defeat,  as 
there  were  two  men  on  base. 

October  12,  1933 — A  state  championship  outfit  Bloomfield  encountered  the  well 
coached  South  Side  eleven  that  was  determined  to  stop  Eddie  Berlinski,  Bloomfield’s 
All  Scholastic  High  School  quarterback.  Before  one  minute  had  passed  Eddie  had 
returned  a  kick  for  a  touchdown.  In  fact,  before  the  first  half  was  over,  this  all-state- 
quarterback  had  scored  four  touchdowns,  and  when  he  was  removed  previous  to  the 
half,  he  received  one  of  the  greatest  ovations  ever  given  a  school  player. 

November  10,  1933 — Irvington  played  host  to  a  powerful  Bloomfield  aggregation  on 
this  date.  This  game  was  played  between  two  undefeated  teams  and  everyone  agreed 
that  the  winner  would  go  on  to  state  championship  honors.  Bloomfield  tallied  first  on 
Charles  Markert’s  recovered  blocked  kick.  Late  in  the  game,  Eddie  Berlinski  got  away 
on  a  93-yard  run  from  a  kick  formation.  The  final  score:  19  to  0. 

January  19,  1934 — Bloomfield’s  second  game  of  the  season  was  against  the  Seminary 
quintet.  The  beginning  of  the  fourth  period  found  B.  H.  S.  losing  25  to  20.  Eddie 
Berlinski  and  Addie  Worthington  soon  increased  this  to  27  to  26.  At  this  point,  time 
was  called  by  the  Seminary.  This  rest  period  adequately  provided  the  extra  stimulus 
with  which  Bloomfield  sunk  four  baskets  in  a  row  to  win  the  tussle  39  to  29. 

January  26,  1394 — Our  contest  with  Columbia  proved  to  be  a  stubborn  one.  At  the 
end  of  the  concluding  quarter  the  score  remained  in  a  deadlock  21  to  21.  In  the  over¬ 
time  period  Berlinski  and  Worthington  added  four  baskets  coupled  with  a  foul  shot  of 
Shevka’s  to  triumph  30  to  21. 
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Girls'  Gym  Team 

I  |  NDER  the  direction  of  Miss  Edith  C.  Russell,  physical  training  instructor,  the 
girls’  gym  team  is  composed  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  members.  This  organiza¬ 
tion  was  founded  twenty-one  years  ago  by  Miss  Russell. 

The  squad  is  divided  into  a  Junior  and  a  Senior  team;  the  latter  being  gained  on 
the  completion  of  certain  physical  tests.  The  girls  meet  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
afternoon  to  practice  and  to  learn  new  acrobatics. 

An  exhibition,  revealing  many  of  the  girls’  accomplishments,  is  presented  annually 
in  the  gymnasium.  The  receipts  of  this  show  are  used  to  finance  and  promote  girls* 
athletics  in  school. 
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Baseball  and  Track  Statement 

IN  the  spring  of  1934  Bloomfield  High  did  not  have  the  usual  baseball  nine.  This 
situation  was  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  construction  work  was  going  on  in 
preparation  for  the  new  $85,000  stadium.  With  the  grounds  taken  up  for  sheds, 
implements  and  lumber,  it  would  have  been  practically  impossible  for  a  game  to  be 
carried  on. 

Track  also  was  disbanded  in  this  season  because  the  contract  with  Glen  Ridge  had 
expired.  Since  the  athletic  association  has  never  wished  to  make  any  imposition  on 
other  schools  and  wishes  to  further  this  policy  it  was  resolved  that  no  track  squad 
should  represent  B.  H.  S.,  until  available  funds  for  building  a  track  should  be  at  hand. 


Athletic  Association 

THE  Bloomfield  High  School  Athletic  Association,  wealthiest  scholastic  association 
in  the  state,  is  the  sole  governing  and  executive  body  of  Bloomfield  High  athletics. 
Executive  matters  such  as  voting  appropriations  for  the  improvement  of  the  athletic 
field,  athletic  equipment  for  High  School,  and  Park  School  constitute  the  objectives  of 
the  body. 

This  organization,  founded  about  1904,  is  one  of  the  oldest  bodies  in  school. 
There  is  no  set  time  of  meeting,  but  the  discussions  are  held  at  any  requisite  time  in  the 
superintendent’s  office.
